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Gov. okays bill, 
trustees to stay 



It looks like the faces of the members of the 
Antioch Village Board will remain the same 
for awhile, at least until the next election. 

Among the stack of bills that Illinois Gov. 
James Thompson signed in the last couple of 
weeks, was House Bill 345, sponsored by 
State Rep. Richard Mautino, (D-Spring 
Valley). 

This was the bill that removed the "in- 
direct connection" clause froni a state' 
-statute banning municipal board miembers 
from having a direct or indirect connection 
with the sale of liquor.

.The Antioch Village Board and Waste 
Management, Inc. will be at it again as two 
hearings pertaining to the Antioch landfill 
site are slated for Monday, Oct. 24. 

The disposal company's request for a 50 
foot vertical expansion of llie site is due to 
Come before Lake County .Circuit Court 
Judge William Block. 

Waste Management's request to move 
227,000 cubic yards of dirt from the site to 
make room for more dumping will also come ; 
before the Lake County Zoning' Board of Ap- 
peals on that same day: 

If the first request is not granted there will 
be no need to remove the dirt. 

Village Atty. Ken Clark said that the 
village had been approaqhed by the disposal 
company inorder that some negotiations can 
take place outside of the courtroom. 

* 

Clark, who expects the two hearings to be 
continued until at least December, said that 
the negotiations meeting would probably 
take place as soon as his law firm has time. 

The village is asking the court to order 
Waste Management to turn any -legal 
documents concerning the landfill , da tjng 
back to the mid-70s over to the village so that 
Ihe board can look over that information. 
This is also expected to be a time consuming 
task. 

According to Donna Henderson of the 
village attorney's office, the court, last week, 
ordered Waste Management to provide the 
village with all the disqpvery it'had asked for 
excluding that objected to by the disposal 
company.- 

Waste Management was instructed to 
deliver that information to the law offices of . 
fhe.village attorney_byjO(±5^ ^ 

A hearing on the data that the disposal 
company does not \^ant to turn over is set for 
Oct. 12. 



ownership of a new restaurant "Struggles," 
at the intersection of Rte.

If the bill was not signed by 
Sept. 28, that non-action would have been 
considered an in-pocket veto by the gover-

Find Quilico 
nof guilty 

A Lake County jury was convinced that 
Charles Quilico, 57, Antioch, was innocent of 
the aggravated assault of Illinois Bell 
Telephone linemen Robert Hueckstaedt, 37, 
also of Antioch, returning with a verdict of 
r^ot guilty in a trial held before Associate 
Judge Alvin Singer. 

Reportedly the lineman had told Quilico 
that he was from the phone company when 
he entered his property but showed no iden- 
tification, pointing to the company truck. 

Quilico allegedly grabbed him by the 
throat and pointed a gun at the phone com- 
pany employe threatening to kill him. 

Hueclcstaedt then showed his I.D. card, left 
the. premises and called the phone com- 
pany's security department who reported the 
incident to the sheriff's department. Quilico 
was arrested shortly afterwards. 

The defendant testified that concern over 
the unexplained presence of linemen clim- 
bing-poles behind his house for severaLdays 
previous to the incidenton May 3, and billinc 
by the phone company for a phone he uia not 
have, caused him to be suspicious.

Oln r k r Ko p r i va_^ 
buffs on Civil War

With the recent push by the Lakes 
Region Historical Society to pre- 
serve artifacts and memorabilia of 
and from the Antioch area, many 
-local citizens have taken an Interest 
in local history. • ^ 

Two of Antioch 's esteemed 
citizens who are locally well-known 
as history buffs, especially when it's 
centered around'the time of the Civil 
War, are Village Atty. Ken Clark 
and Antibch's currient VIP, Dr. 
James Kopriva. 

.Clark recently gave a talk on the 
Civil War, featuring the exfjloits of 
Antioch's Joe Savage, at a meeting 
of the historical society. 

In reality, Clark said that he is 
really interested in the history of all 
the major wars and has spent much 
time reading just about everything 
he could get his hands on that deals 
with battle canripaigns that involved 
the United States, all the way 
through the Vietnam conflict. 

He - found the Civil War par- 
ticularly interesting because it was 
the last of the romantic and the start 
of what he, calls "the industrial 
wars." 

Clark' did special research, on 
Savage, an Antioch pioneer and the 
father of a former priest at St. 
Peters, Father Savage. 

Kopriva has also been interested 
in the life of Savage, and wrote the 
story on his Civil War capture and 
imprisonment 'that appeared in the 
Antioch Civil War Centennial Book. 

Both men agree on the major facts 
of Savage's life with differences on 
locations, some dates and minor 
facts. 



The main story of Savage's ad- 
ventures, from his capture by Con- 
federate troops at Chlckamauga, 
Ga., through his internment in Con- 
federate prisons when he spent the 
bulk of his almost 18 months of in- 
carceration in the. infamous, prison, 
at Ahdersonvllle, Ga.'.' ~ 

Savage's fight for survival while 
all his prison mates were dropping 
like flies all around him, because of 
the inhuman and unbelievable living 
conditions, is an historic saga in it- 
self. 

One of the ways that Savage was 
able to buy or trade for the very 
bearest necessities of life was by 
carving trinkets out of wood. 

After passing through many local 
hands, Kopriva, who is a collector of 
Civil War memorabilia, has come in- 
to possession of a pipe carved by 
Savage while he was at An- 
dersonville. « 

The pipe is a work of art, its wood 
darkened and mellowed with age. 
Carved into the pipe's bowl are the 
names of the champaigns he fought 
in and other well-known symbols of 
thewar. 

For those who do not know the end 
of the story, both men agree that, af- 
ter suffering what was an almost 
fatal il.lness. Savage did finally wend 
his way back to Antioch after the 
war, either in the spring or summer 
0fl865. 

Kopriva has him being one of the 
seven who survived out of 27 Union 
soldiers captured and Clark claims 
that 38 enlisted soldiers_and_two -Of- 
ficers were taken prisoner in Sept. of 
1863.

He attended many high 
school board meetings trying to persuade the 
members what a healthy sport soccer is, but 
ACHS was not ready for soccer as.Antiqch is 
a football town," she wrote. 

Mrs. Lulof added that her son, while in 
schoolalso broached Ward Lear, the high 
schooKs athletic director, .with a petition 
filled with'several hundred signatures asking 
that soccer be added to ACHS's sports 
schedule, to no avail. ' ■ ■ 

Soccer finally came to Antioch after Casey 
talked Sue Koppa, then the director of An- 
tioch Parks, into sponsoring a team.

Well, folks, I jQst took another trip and 
you're about to be subjected to another Davis 
travelogue, but this time it. has a patriotic* 
theme. 

Since I spent a weekend in Washington, D. 
C, I've been castigating myself for not ohly 
not doing it sooner, but for not seeing to it 
that my children saw first hand the buildings 
that embody all the things that our country's

Sure, sure, we all know about all the 
historic places that are to be found in the 
federal city of Washington, but we are also 
supposed to know that knowing is not really 
knowing until it is experiencing. 

Not only is it a clean and beautiful city, it is 
a wide open panoramic one. The two tallest 
buildings, the Washington Monument and the 
Capitol Building, stand like picturesque 
bookends spiraling from rolling fields of 
green. 

One of the things that most impressed me 
is that any interested American taxpayer, or 
simply any interested person, Which in 
Washington's case amounts to hundreds of 
thousands, can lounge or cut across most of 
the weil-kept lawns without tripping over a 
"Keep Off Tl^e Grass" sign and yet, sur- 
prisingly, we seldome came across the 
amount of litter foundin our local villages. 

One of the most appealing buildings we 
toured during our whirlwind visit was the 
Library of Congress. It's archetecture and 
accoutrements are more.beautiful than most 
famous cathederals, complete with marble, 
floors, gilt trimmed columns, and elegantly 
muraled walls arid domes. 

Yet generously - enscounced amidst all 
these awe-inspiring surroundings, the 
display of the Guttenburg Bible included, are 
jean-clad students reading papers and 
volumes, some standing, many laying on the 
floor, completely involved in the historic 
document they are persuing.

risomething tolnrto walk up the worn marble 
steps of the Capitol, past the legislative 
rooms, especially the old ones, and speculate 
on all the famoiis feet it took to wear marble 
so that it throws you off balance to use some 
of the staircases. 

And maybe I'm not jaded enough for 1983, 
and its not "cool" to respond to the solid gold 
doors on the Supreme Court Building or the 
sight of jewels that make the Hope Diamond 
look puny in the Smithstonian, but I loved it.
